Revenue Canada doesn't just collect taxes, it also delivers 
lederal and provincial credits you could benefit Irom. including 
the goods and services tax credit, the child tax credit, and this 
year, lor the last time, the lederal sales tax credit. But if you 
don't file a tax return because you don't owe any taxes, you 
could miss out. 

Is tax filing easier this year? 

Revenue Canada has introduced new measures to simplify 
the tax filing process. The guides use ■ 
the Special return has been trimmed oown ana mere are 
new "no calculation" returns. The one-page, gold 65 Plus 
return is for seniors with income from pensions or interest 
white Short return is tor people, like students, with simpler tax 
situations.

It give 
you slep-by-step instructions and helpful tax tips Read the 
explanations for the lines that apply to you, and ignore those 
that don't. If your income situation hasn't changed much from 
last year, you can use last year’s return as a reference. 

What if I have questioms? 

If you can't find the answers in the Guide, you can call the 
people at Revenue Canada. The best times to get through 


ire before 10:00 a.m. and after 200 p.m. From February 
25 through April 30, Revenue Canada's phone hours are 
extended to 8:00 p.m., Monday to Thursday. There's also an 
automated phone service called T.I.P.S.. for answers to com- 
mon questions. For a complete list ol services and phone 
numbers in your region, see your Guide. 

What other services are available? 

You can visit Seasonal Tax Assistance Centres in convenient 
locations, like shopping malls, for information, guides and 
forms. See your local newspaper for times and locations. 
There's also a video called "Stepping Through Your Tax 
Return" that you can borrow from public libraries or your 
district taxation office. 

Anything 1 should watch for? 

Make sure all the personal information printed on your return 
is correct, especially your address. Before you start, make sure 
ou have all your receipts and information slips Check your 
dns, and attach all the information that's asked for in 
m. These steps will help avoid delays in getting your 

return). 

If I move, will I still get my cheque? 

If you're moving, call or write Revenue Canada with your new 
address, so we can make sure your cheque gets to you. If you 
have more questions, talk to the people at Revenue Canada 
Taxation.

Conestoga graphics show 
a hit with Toronto audience

Attendance was at its best lor the 
third annual Conestoga College 
graphic design students' show held 
at the Type Centre, 260 King St E., 
Toronto. 

Opening night was March 6, with 
wine and cheese served to invited 
guests. More than 100 guests at- 
tended the lunction. 

Sixteen third-year graphic design 
students displayed two panels each 
of their work, work Irom the past 
three years. The panels were on dis- 
play at the gallery from March 7 to 
March 9, open tc the public Irom 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. One thousand 
brochures were sent to prospective 
employers. 

Planning (or the show began last 
(all. Displaying work in the annual ex- 
hibition is not a course requirement 
(or students. "January and February 
the work load becomes heavy with or- 
ganizing everything, completing work 
and making sure It is in presentation 
form," said Matt Miller, graphic 
design (acuity member. 

In the past the show has been 
financially supported by the school 
but this year it was completely 
funded by the students. Funds were 



raised by a recent pub held at the 
Twist and a keg draw. Some money 
was donated by corporate sponsors 
The Artstore ol Waterloo Ltd., Ac- 
celerate Design & Communications 
Inc. and Douglas Ratchford As- 
sociates Ltd. Between $2,000 and 
$2,500 was needed to fund the 
show. “It is no longer in the budget," 
said Miller. “With budget cuts it was 
the first to go." 

The show is held in Toronto be- 
cause of the size of its graphic 
design community. “In the twin cities 
there wasn't enough of a graphic 
design community to attract people," 
said Miller. “More will go from 
Kitchener to Toronto. More and more 
places are opening up here." 

The show began three years ago 
and was an idea of a third-year 
graphic design student. As part of the 
course, students are required to 
prepare a package that can be sent 
to prospective employers to promote 
themselves. Kitchener was sug- 
gested for the show but Miller 
pointed out that Kitchener is not 
where most of the students will be 
working. Miller suggested the Ber- 
thold Type Center in Toronto as 
being an ideal place lor a show. After 
a few phone calls the center agreed 
to see some of the students' work. 
They liked the samples and agreed 
to have the show. Shows are held at 
the Type Center from all over the 
world. Other upcoming graphic 
design shows include Ryerson, 
Sheridan, a show of professional 
graphic designers from the western 
provinces beginning next week and 

Miller is optimistic of the students, 
chances for employment. “It is a dif- 
ferent year with more unemployed,” 
said Miller. "Businesses tend to hire 
juniors because they can get them at 
a good price. Some hire on a 
freelance basis. No one will be hired 
on just what is at the show.
